Report  1927-28. 


'THE  Committee  have  again  to  report  a  very  busy  year’s 
A  work.  The  number  of  patients  is  approximately  the  same 
as  last  year,  which  was  the  highest  on  record.  Many 
times  during  the  past  year  the  Hospital  has  been  quite  full 
But  in  spite  of  the  expenses  such  a  large  number  of  patients 
must  entail,  the  Committee  are  thankful  to  report  a  balance  in 
hand. 


The  new  X  Ray  apparatus  has  proved  invaluable.  Not 
only  has  it  been  in  constant  use  for  patients  in  the  Hospital 
but  many  others  have  availed  themselves  of  it  and  their  fees 
are  a  considerable  help  to  the  Hospital.
